Piet Koornhof, minister of 
sport and recreation, outlined 
Principles that ke felt should 
guide the ruling white National- 
ist party. The minister’s remarks, 
Teported yesterday, were made on 
Wednesday night at 2 party 
meeting. 


“Do not accuse me of heing 
liberal,” Mr. Koornhof said. “I 
am a 1977 vintage Nationalist 
party supporter.” 

Critics of his plan said that, 
depending on interpretation, tH 
could mean maintaining apari- 
heid, or # could imply possible 
real changes.

“We don't want to intecrate,” 
Mr. Koornhof said, “bur there is 
a dire need for greater contact 
between race groups.” 

Observers believe that the min- 
ister was testing reaction to 
changes by the ruling National- 
ist party without going beyond 
current policy.

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Vance Foresees Delay 
On New Geneva Talks

WASHINGTON, July 29 (THT). 
—Secretary of State Citus Vance 
y raised the possibility that 
his forthcoming talks with Aud- 
dle East foreign ministers mught 
not profiuce enough common 
ground to warrant the reconven- 
ing of the Geneva peace confer- 
ence m October. 

Mr. Vance. in a much niore 
cautious assessment than that 
given by President Carter last 
week, said a number of verr dif- 
(icult questions remain." adding 
thas “it misht he that we will 
have to weit until the [United 
Nations] General Assembly in 
September to settle them.” 

Mr. Carter, after meeting with 
Israci Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin, said that it was very likely 
that the Geneva conference would 
be reconvened in October. In ad- 
dition, the President has repeat- 
edly expressed optimism over the 
chances for progress, emphasizing 
the hopeful aspects rather than 
the difticuities. 

But during a meeting with re- 
porters today, Mr. Vance, who 
will leave Sunday for a 13-day 
trip throngh the Mideast, said, 
“How much we can accomplish 
dming this trip remains to be 
seen: if we cannot get it done 
we are prepared to continue dis- 
cussions thereafter.” 

He said that two of the most 
important issues to be settled in- 


volve representation of the Pales- 
tinians at the conference and the 
tuture of occupied territories, es- 
pecially the West Bank of the 
Jordan. 

On other subjects raised during 
the press conference, Mr. Vance 
said: 

e He will hold another round 
of Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talks in Vienna on Sept. 7-9 
with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyka, Mr, Vance also 
said some unspecified major 
issues have been shifted to work- 
ing-level negotiations in Geneva, 

® U.S. diplomats will be sta- 
tioned in Cuba beginning Sept. 1, 
thereby facilitating discussions 
with Havana over the seizure of 
U.S, fishing vessels. Cuba will 
open 8 similar ‘interest section” 
here at the same time. 

‘Some Suggestions’ 

During his trip, Mr. Vance will 
stop in Exvpt, Lebanon. Jordan. 
Srria, Saudi Arabia and Israel. 
He said his delegation would 
bring “some suggestions of our 
own" to resolve the disputed 
issues bul refused to give any 
details. “It wowd be inappro- 
priate and not constructive” to 
do so, he said. 

The secretary also said that 
before leaving he would meet with 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoli 
Dobrynin avd expressed the hope 
that the Soviet Union, co-chair- 
man with the United States of

Libya, Egypt Truce Reported 


CAIRO, July 299 (AP).—Arab 
mediators have “successtully end- 
ed” the Libyan-Egyptian border 
dispute that fiared into open 
combat Inst week, according to 
@ Palestinian official. 

In Paris, Libyan Foreign Min- 
ister Ali Abdessiam Triki said to- 
day that Libya is ready to ac- 
cept the agreement worked out 
by the mediators, but that ev- 
erything depends on Egypt's ac- 
ceptance. 

“If there is no more aggres- 
sion, there is no more war. In 
that case. we can consider the 
subject. closed,” said Mr. Triki, 
who was ending 2 visit to France. 
He did not elaborate, He has 
been visiting Paris for talks with 
President Valéry Giscard d'Es- 
taing and French officials. 


Sadat Agrees Too 

In Cairo, the semi-official 
newspaper Al aAhram reported 
yesterday that President Anwar 
Sadat had accepted the accord. 
There was no official confirma- 
tion in Cairo or Tripoli 

The Palestinian official, who 
‘accompanied guerrilla. chief Yas- 
sir Arafat 55 he’ traveled be- 
tween Egypt and Libya trying to 
‘settle the dispute, said yesterday 
that leaders of both countries 
had agreed on several points to 
defuse the conflict. 

He said that terms of the 
agreement would be announced 
next week after they are carried 
out. 

Another member of the Arab 
mediating team, Kuwaiti For- 
eign Minister Sheikh Sabah al- 
Ahmed, said after returning 
home yesterday that the agree- 
ment would normalize relations 
between Egypt and iibya. He, 
too, refused to disclose details. 

Informed sources said that the 
accord was understocd to include 
an exchanse of prisoners, an end 
τὸ the propagands war, appoint- 
ment of a joint military commit- 
tee to settle the original border 
dispute and αὶ high-level meeting 
between Egyptian and Libyan of- 
ficiais. 

A senlor Egyptian military of- 
ficial said that the joint military 
committee was expected to meet 
at the border within the next 
few days. 

A government spokesman de- 
nied here today that Egyptian 
and Gibran political officials were 


planning to meet soon to settle 
the border problem between the 
two countries. 

“No poliuivai meetings are veins 
planned betxeen Egypt and Libra 
to settie their dispute,” the spokes- 
man said in a terse statement, 

The two-paragraph statement 
amounted to a denial of Kuwaiti 
Press reports that Egyptian For- 
eign Minister Ismail Fahmy would 
meet Mr. Triki in Kuwait Aug. 9 
to patch up differences over the 
two countries’ six-day border war. 

Egypt has said that it is hold- 
ing 42 Libyan prisoners and es- 
timated that Libya is holding 15 
Egyptians as a result of the fight- 
ing. Libya has claimed that it 
has about 60 Egyptian prisoners 
and that Egypt holds 14 Libyans. 

The conflict arose from Libran 
clainis that Eerptian troops cc- 


cupled a strip of Libyan territory 
on the border earlier this year. 


Pravda Criticizes Fighting 

MoscOW. July 29 ‘AP — 
Pravda declared today that this 
week's border fighting between 
Ecypt and Libya was a “wase 
of effort” by two countries that 
should be concentrating their 
forces against Isravl, 

But in the first Soviel news- 
Paper commentary on the fight- 
ing, observer Pavel Demchenko 
was noncommittal on whether 
Moscow sympathizes more with 
Egypt or Libya. 

Most Soviet reports have kept 
mainty ta the facts of the fight- 
ing. The coverage contrasts with 
the Kremlin's stronger support 
for Labya in the border conflict 
last year.

NAIROBI, Jwy °9.--Ethiopia 
and Somalia appezred tonight to 
be siding toward open war as 
e2ch country cjaimed victories 
for its forces in ground and air 
fighting.

Somali-backsd insurgents claim~ 
ed today that they had destroyed 
two-thirds of the Ethiopian Air 
Force and killed thousands of 
troops in the two-month Ogaden 
desert war. 

In its latest communique, 
Ethiopia, said that its troops had 
killed 300 Somali soldiers in re- 
eent fighting, destroyed 17,tanks 
and an armored personnel 
carrier and captured Lwo other 
personnel carriers,

Syria Allows Jewish Brides-by-Proxy to Emigrate to U.S.

DAMASCUS, Jwy 29 (AP).— 
Syria is allowing the emigration 
to the United States of a group 
of young Jewish women, many 
of whom married Americans they 
had never met. 

Syria forbids its 8 million citi- 
gens to emigratc except under 
extraordinary ¢iroumstances, and, 
unti! recently, travel restrictions 
on the 5.000-member Jewish 
community had been especially 
strict. 

But President Hafez sl-Assad 
gave the order for the emigra- 
tion permics. “for which we ate 
vecy gratefun” said Selim Totah, 


73, leader of the Jewish com- 
munity in. Damascus. 

Fifteen Jewish women, most 
in their late 20s, are expected 
to fly to the United States nexi 
‘week, They were married In a 
Damascus synagogue July 18. 

Thirteen were married -by 

and bave never seen their 
husbands. “They have commu- 
nicated only in dreams,” said 
Mr. Totah, who stood in for the 
grooms at the wedding and said 
he went “trom bachelor to 13 
brides. It's delightful.” 

Mr. Totah said there were 
several hundred women in the 
Jewish community here who 
were “getting along in age ard 


have litt or no hope of get- 
ting married here.” 

Diplomats said more young 
men than women have emigrated 
in recent years. 

The proxy marriages were per- 
formed because the grooms could 
Dot afford to come to Damascus, 
Mr. Toteh said. The emigration 
permits were granted on the 
bagis that the women were join- 
ing their husbands. 

Steven Shalom, 2 New York 
businessman, came to Damescus 
this year to arrapce the mare 
riages. Mr. Totah gave him a 
hist of unmarried women and

ELON MOREH, Israel. July 28 
(NYT).—For 13 months. bright 
red Isreeli postal vans serving 
towns and villages im occupied 
Jordan whitked past 2 large 
highway signpost proclaiming in 
jJarge Hebrew letters the location 
of Blon Moreh. 

Until this week. this isolated 
Jewish hilltop settlement. known 
as Camp Kadum. from its Arabic 
name, was officially not there. 
Mow thar the government hes 
fiven official recognition to it 
and two other Jewish settle- 
ments on the West Bank of the 
Jordan Fiver. the post office will 
no doubt direct its delivery driv- 
ers to turn off the asphalt high- 
way from Nablus to Qalqiita and 
climb the bleak rocky hilltop to 
serve the outpost community of 
120 adults and 112 children. 

Elon Moreh was regarded by 
the previous government as 2 
temporary encampment of mili- 
tants who doggedly insisted on 
living in a region densely popu- 
Jated by Arabs that the settlers 
refer to by its biblical name of 
Samaria. despite the apparent 
official intention to withdraw 
from the territory as part of # 
peace settlement with the Arab 
states. 

Accordingly. mail addressed to 
Elon Moreh was held at the post 
office at Efar Saba. the nearest 
town in Israel about 15 miles 
away. until someone called for 
it. To mail their letters. the 
settlement’s inhabitants had to 
τὸ to ἘΠῚ Saba or one of the 
nearby Arab viliages.

Spokesmen for the three parties 
indicated that the agreement on 
the nuclear strike force does not 
mention 2 national referendum, 
Socialists party leader Francois

U.S. Senate Asks

WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP).

troop withdrawals from South 
Korea, are affecting policies in 
the Pacific. 

The Senate approved a bill 
yesterday that would require the 
President to make his first re- 
port to Congress on Feb. 15, and 
to continue the reports until the 
withdrawal is complete. 

A legislative report suggested 
to the Senate that U.S. policy 
toward South Korea should be 
written jointly by Congress and 
the President and “should be 
consistent with the security in- 
terests of the United States in 
Asia, notably Japan.” 

The South Korea provision 
was attached to 4 bill that au- 
thorizes $1.7 billion for the State 
Department, the U.S. Informa- 
tion Agency and related agencies 
during the fiscal year that be- 
gins Oct. 1. The bill was approv- 
ed by voice vote and sent to the 
Bouse. 


More Troops Feared 

TOKYO, July 39 (AP}—North 
Korea said today that it believes 
the United States actually in- 
tends to send more troops into 
South Korea than i will pull out 
under President Carter's with- 
drawal program. 

According to the North Eorean 
news agency, monitored here, the 
government said it would wel- 
come ἃ complete and immediate 
U.S. troop withdrawal but noted 
that Mr, Carter’s proposal does 
not provide for this.

U.S. Farm Bill 
Passed by House 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (NYT1. 
—A newly formed urban-rural 
coalition united in the House of 
Representatives to pass a four- 
year farm bill estimated to cost 
$10.5 billion to $11.5 billion an- 
nually, ineiuding 85.6 billion for 
an overhauled food stamp pro- 
gram. 

The legislation, adopted yester- 
day by a vote of 294 to 114, 81

Human Rights Commission has 
found that a court order prevent- 
ing the London Sunday Times 
from publishing an article about. 
Thalidomide children constituted 
a breach of the European Con- 
vention on Human Rights. 

The commission bas referred 
the case to the European Court 
of Human Rights for judgment, 
the registrar of the Strasbourg- 
based court anounced today. 

The registrar said that, in an 
8-5 vote, the commission found 
that the restriction imposed on 
the Sunday Times was in breach 
af Article 10 of the Human 
Rights Convention, which pro- 
tects freedom of e::pression. 

In September, 1972, the Sun- 
day Times published an article 
beaded “Our Thalidomide Chil- 
dren, ἃ Cause for National 
Shame," and said it intended to 
publish a long article tracing the 
history of the tragedy.

U.S. productivity has been zipping briskly 
upward for the past couple of years. Its 
Ὁ healthy sign, but it's just about what you'd 
expect as the country comes out of a reces- 
Sion, Over any longer period. the produc- 
tivity trend in the United States has not 
been impressive. Productivity—econonue out- 
put per man-hour—underlies the standard 
of living. and the Labor Department has 
just. published the international comparisons 
through 1976. By the standards of the other 
major industrial nations, the U.S. gain in 
productivits 15. onee again. strikingly smaiL 

From 1970 to 1976. a span that covers 8 
boom and two recessions. productivity In 
the United States ruse 17 per cent. In France 
it rose 37 per cent: in West Germany. 42 
per cent; in Japan, 40 per cent, Even Britain. 
with all of its well-advertised troubles, scored 
slightly better than the United States. 

One large reason for the U.S. performance 
today is the high birthrate of the 1950s. 
Young people are now leaving school and 
entering the Jabor market in unprecedented 
numbers. Among women. the proportion 
going to work is steadily rising. The ratio 
of capital investment to manpower is no 
longer increasing quite so fast as it used to. 
The economy ‘is growing. but a little more 
of it is coming from labor and a little less 
from machines than Americans expected in 

1976. In the other industriai nations there's 
nothing like the surge of young people into 
the labor force that’s going on here and 
in Canada. 

The international comparisons make an

interesting polnt about labor costs, on which 
the Labor Department keeps a careful eye. 
In this country, average wage costs per dol- 
Jar of production rose 35 per cent in those 
same six years from 1970 to 1976. In West 
Germany the rise was exactly the same, 
calculated in deutsche marks. But the 
deutsche mark rosé, over tose years, and 
the dollar sank. Those ‘shifts In currency 
values are not merely the obscure mutterings 
of banks’ computers. They make a difference. 
Translated into U.S. dollars, West German 
labor costs doubled over those six years. In 
France they rose 90 per cent. and in Japan 
133 per cent. That helps explain why Euro- 
peau businessmen now describe U.S. labor 
costs as competitive for the first time since 
World War I and are beginning to step up 
their investment in plants here.

Slow growth of U.S. productivity con- 
triouted to the devaluation of the dollar 
in the early 1970s.

Moscow’s Perennial Scapegoat 


Once upon a time Soviet Communisis took 
pride in their official effort to wean the 
Russian peoples away from their deep— 
seated anti-Semitism.

were dismissed as the aberrations of a mad 
dictator. But the official inhibitions have 
evidently been wearing tHin.

Soviet efforts to woo the Arabs, notabiy 
since the six-day Middle East war of 1967, 
have brought propaganda blasts not only 
against Israel but also against its “Zionist” 
supporters around the world—including 
those inside the Soviet Union. As Jews 
appeared among Soviet dissenters and as 
many sought to emigrate from the Soviet 
Union, these attacks increased, as did barely 
disguised acts of governmental harassment. 
Soviet Jews became hostages to the Krem- 
lin's desire for increased trade with the 
United States; in recent years they have 
been denied exit In increasing numbers vet 
have been hounded from homes and jobs for 
wishing to leave. 

More recently still Soviet Jews and other 
dissenters bave been branded as agents of 


US. intelligence, virtually or actually charg- 
ed with treason and so appropriate victims 
of ali manner of social and economic dental.

Europe on Rights’ Issue 

In the wake of the Soviet Union's strong 
adverse reaction to President Carter's em- 
phasis on respect for human rights, 2 debate 
is under way in Europe which could, if not 
pulleg up, be damaging for the transatlantic 
alliance. Some contributions, such as Pres- 
ident Giscard d'Estaing’s recent cutburst, 
are based on anti-Americanism, plus the 
exigencies of internal domestic polities. Mr. 
Giscard complained that Mr. Carter’s stance 
has “jeopardized the process of détente.” He 
called on him to “respect the code of con- 
duct.” He claimed that Chancellor Schmidt 
of West Germany “shared our perceptions.” 
Mr. Schmidt, who recently met Mr. Carter 
in Washington, has for his part been more 
discreetly unforthcoming. Mr. Andreottl of 
Italy, on the other hand. has pointedly come 
out in favor of Mr. Carter's human rights 
Stance, 

Mr. Callaghan’s government has so far 
not committed itself to anything In partic. 
war. With its other preoccupations™ it is 
perhaps not even aware that a debate of 
this kind is going on... President Carter de~ 
serves backing in his attempt “to restore 
the moral bearings of American foreign 
policy.” as he put it...

The works of the 60-year-old 
artist came to light last summer 
with the discovery that paintings 
attributed to the 19vh-century 
artist Samuel Palmer were 
copies. 

Mr, Keating said m interviews 
soon afierward that he hed 
imitated Palmer and well-knowce 
artists to expose whet he called 
the phoniness of the art world. 

He somevimes scrawled the 
word “fake” on his imitations 
which he said could easily be 
detected and he had never 
deceived amybody to whom he 
sold directly.

U.S. Considers 
Aid to Heirs to 
Art Fortunes 


ASHINGTON, July 28 (AP:. 
—Rep. Fred Richmond, D- 
N.Y. has introduced legislation 
that could save heirs to art for- 
fumes hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in taxes. 

Under the current system. the 
heir must pay an estate tax on 
inherited art which can amount 
to 50 per cent of its estimated 
value. When the work is sold to 
cover that tax, the seller must 
then pay an income tax on the 
price, which can reach 70 per cent. 

Rep. Rienmond, a wealthy art 
collector himself, contended his 
bil, would help preserve art works 
for the general public. 

Reuben Goerwitz, a New York 
accountant who has helped advise 
Rep. Richmond on the legislation. 
said the current law is so unfair 
that his advice to inheritors of 
high-priced works would be “bide 
the art. You can never raise 
enough to pay for it.” 

Mr. Goerwitz, offering a hypo- 
thetical example, said, “If an 
artist dies and leaves 51 million 
in art in his estate, a single heir 
living in New York would be tax- 
ed $985,446 by the fourth year and 
he would still owe $61,000," 

Mr, Goerwitz seid the cambined 
Slate and federal estate taxes 
would be $337,000. For the heir 
τὸ raise that money by selling the 
inherited paintings. he would 
hare to pay another $256.00) in 
income taxes. To cover that tax, 
he would have to sell more paint- 
ings and so on until the inheri- 
tance was exhausted. 

Rep. Richmond, 2 miliionaire 
who owns an extensive collection 
of 18th-century porcelains and 
furniture and 19h and o0th-cen- 
tury paintings. proposes to Tax 
the estate of artists only for tie 
value of the materials 

In other words, instead of mil- 
lions of dollars, the tax wotld be 
based on the cost of pauit and 
canvas—which is unlikely to be 
more than a couple of himdred . 
dollars at most. 

“My bill is specifically 
at the bequests of artists." Rep. 
Richmond said. ~The value of 
the work shouldnt be established 
until it’s sold.”

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Dollar Fall a Concern, Burns Says 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP- 
DJ).—Federal Reserve Board 
chairman Arthur Burns said to- 
day that there hes been a “lim- 
ited bur conspicuous deprecia- 
tion” of the dollar in foreign ex- 
change markets 1 recent weeks 
and “this is a matter that no 
one in our government can or 
does take lightly.” 

He wii the House Banking 
Committee that the dollar has 
“weakened even in relation ta 
the currency of countries expe- 
riencing much greater soflation 
than the Onited States.” 

He said that this 15 a “reminder 
that market psychology has a 
way of magnifying or distorung 
underlying trends.” 

“Mr, Burns saic thar a sound 
doliar is essential to the nation's 
economic future. adding that 
“everyone with major financial 
responsibility in our government 
\g keenly aware of that.” 

He told the panel that there 
ik no conflict oetween the Fed 
and the Treasurr on wmterpu- 
yional monetary policy. “It’s the 
duty of the government to do 
whitever if can to protect the 
dollar,” he said. adding that ke 
opposed “deliberately depreciating 
the dollar.” 

But he explained that there is 
no basic change in the G5. 
policy that calls Yor intervention 
in foreign exchonge markets “on- 
ly in the event of disorderly 
merkets.” 

But he confessed that “no tro 
of us agree” on a definition of 
what is ἃ disorderly market. 
“When I see the dollar depreciat- 
Ing against currencies that are 
intrinsicallr weaker" than wie 
dolar, Mr. Burns said. be is com- 
pelied to ask "whether the marker 
4s orderly.” 

However, he said thar the Fed 
hrs no intention of changing its 
policy on intervention, and ha 
added that the Fed would not 
do anything of this sort apywar 
without prior consultation with 
the Treasury, 

Turning to domestic monetary 
policy, Mr. Burns said the Fed 
has made a small change in the 
growth rate for the M-1 money 
supply, dropping the lower 
boundary by a half percentage 
point so that the money aggregate 
is projected to increase within ἃ 
range from 4 to 6.5 per cent in 
the year ahead. 

The broader monetary aggre- 
gates, M-2 and M-3. have been 
left. unchanged through the rear 
ending in the second quarter of 
1978, This means M-2 will re- 
main at 7 to 9.5 per cent and 
M-3 at a range from 8.5 to 11 
per cent. 

Mr. Burns said the small 
ehange for M-1 “represents an- 
other step toward bringing the 
long-run growth of the monctary 
aggregates down to rmtes com- 
patible with general γιὸ sta- 
bility,” 

He said the growth for moner 
aggregates is stil] too rapid. He 
said that although the Fed has

It jumped over 1.3 pfennigs 
against the deutsche mark to 3.29 
DMM, its highest level in over two 
weeks, from “2745 a day eariler. 
Against the French franc, tt soar- 
ed 5.4 centimes to 3.8975 francs, 
up from 4.8415 overnight. Lesser 
gains were registered against the 
Swiss franc, the yen and the 
pound. 

A surfeit of comments by U.S. 
officlals on the dollar also ap- 
peared to help the currency al- 
though tbe contents of their 
remarks did htrle to clarify the 
Carter administration's external 
monetary policy. 

“I'm not sure they've got an 
official policy,” one cealer said, 
referring to remarks todar by 
Federal Reserve Board chairman 
Arthur Burns and Treasury See- 
retary Michael Blumenthal. 

Mr, Burns told a congressional 
committer the government was 
bot ‘taking the dollar's decline 
lightly, but he also said the Fed 
had no intention of changing iis 
policy of minimal intervention to 
support the dollar overseas. U.S, 
policy calls for intervention only 


in the event of disorderly mar 
kets, the Fed chairman said, but 
he then confessed that “no two 
of us agree" on What vonstitutes 
disorder. 

Mr. Blumenthai wld a press 
conference he believed a stron 
dollar was important. but went 
on to say that the counwr cur- 
rently has a strong currency. 

Dealers said short coverinz ac~ 
celerated the dollar's gains w- 
day. In addition. the near-record 
surge ui the U.S. money suppiv 
for the week ended July 20 fueled 
speculation of higher U.S. m- 
terest rates, dealers said. addins 
that this gave further impetus 
τὸ the dollar's appreciation.

The June dechoe is the largest 
fall since January, 1973, not re-

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THE BROKEN HEART 
The Medieal Consequences of Loneliness 


By James J. Lynch. Basie Books, Mustrated with tables.

thesis of James J. Lynch's 
“The Broken Heart: The 
Medical Consequences of Loneli- 
ness” is so simple and obvious 
that one would hardly think it 
worth an entire book, There are 
physical consequences to emo- 
tional states. The most serious 
of them is what the loss of a 
loved one does to the heart. Why, 
we already knew as much, if only 
from that famous “Life Change 
Index Scale” compiled by Dr. L.T. 
Holmes and Dr. Richard Rahe, at 
the top of which was the loss of 
@ spouse or close family member 
through death, divorce or separa- 
tion. 

On the other hand, if you stop 
to consider for a moment what 
Lynch is saying. you realize that 
8. book 15 scarcely adequate to ex- 
plore 81 the implications of the 
thesis. How do you go about mea- 
suring the effect of companion- 
ship on human health? Is if even 
possible to do so. or is the thesis 
ipso facto antithetical to all 
methods of objective inquiry? And 
if it is true that loneliness breaks 
hearts. what does i mean for 
the future of our society, where 
companionship—or the forms of 
it embodied in the institution of 
the family—is increasingly break- 
ing down? (Obviously, in raising 
these questions. I am anticipating 
the author’s game plan.) 

A psychology professor and a 
specialist in psychosomatic dis- 
ease at the University of Mary- 
land's medical school, Lynch 
proceeds very deliberately in dis- 
secting the broken heart. He 
begins with statistics, citing study 
upon study that has indicated 
that single people are more likely 
to die of heart disease than the 
married; that the state of Nevada, 
where singles swing, has a high 
rate of death from major cardic- 
vascular diseases, while next-door 
Utah, where Mormons mainiain 
stable lives and “family ties re- 
main stroug.” is quite the oppo- 
site, and that children from bro- 
ken homes are eventually more 
vulnerable to heart ailments than 
those from secure backgrounds. 

From statistics, which suggest 
odly correlations, Lrnch moves on 
to “lessons from the clinic.” Here 
he describes random observations 
of the direct cffect of human 
propinguity on cardiovascular 
function: Case upon case in 
which the clectrocardiograms of 
the ill could be seen to “flatten 
out” in response to someone's 
touch, And to bridge the gap be- 
tween statistics and the clinic, 
Lyneh proceeds to the jeboratory, 
where it has been observed that 
“in general, social interactions 
with men can have noticeable, 
4nd at times profound, effects on 
the cardiac systems of animels.” 

Τὸ ἰδ all very suggestive, but 
highly inconclusive from 2 scien- 
tific point of viex. which Lynch 
is the first to admit, Moreover, 
he recognizes the underlying par- 


adox in what he is trring to do 
—namely, demonstrate by objec- 
tive inquiry that objective inquiry 
may not be the answer to the 
question of whet ails the human 
heart. 

Still, you have to be extremely 
devoted to the sclentific method 
not to be impressed by his con- 
clusions. And if you are such 3 
devotee you will have to with- 
stand Lynch’s assault on that 
method in his concluding section, 
where he calis for a “medicine 
beyond science” and asks the 
question, “What can be done to 
help alleviate the spread of lone- 
liness-induced disease im our 
society?” 

I was particularly struck, in this 
section. by Lynch's aitack on the 
prevailing American attitude that 
people have the right to love only 
from strength, so to speak, and 
that to love out of 8 sense of 
need and dependency is somehow 
shameful and inadmissible. 
Throughout his book, I had been 
dreading the inevitable moment 
when the author would lecture us 
on the need for togetherness, an 
admonition I was prepared to 
counter With the observation that 
Americans already spend far too 
much time practicing artificial 
modes of sociability, such as 


stitutions, such as the church and 
the extended family, that once 
Satisfied their needs fo- compan< 
jonship. Americans cannot sim- 
Ply admit that they are lonely: 
“They live in a society {n which 
king loneliness has no clothing, 
yet. because everyone believes he 
is the only one who feels lonely, 
they tell themselves that loneil- 
Ness must be = mirage.” So they 
congregate in search of Sex and 
Sensitivity, and deny what is 
actually troubling them. 

Of course, it is just possible 
that Lynch is too late. At a time 
when the two-parent family may 
Soon become the exception rather 
than the rule, it does seem a bit 
qnixetic of him to be worrying 
about the integrity of the family 
and even going 50 far as to imply 
that living together unmarried or 
having extramarital affairs may 
be bad for our health Well. if 
Lynch is right that loneliness is 
ἃ Killer but it is too late te do 
anything about it, I suppose we 
can trust in natural selection to 
work things out. Perhaps in the 
long run the lonely will die out, 
the companionable will prosper, 
and society will be healthy once 
again. Let's call tiat a modest 
proposal,
